A warrant for the arrest of 
George Bouras, a CSUS student 
has been issued by the Sacramento 
Police Department 

Bouras is being sought in the 
murder of Nancy Nelson, a CSUS 
student found murdered on Sep 
tember 5, in a University Gardens 
Apartment 

The location of Bouras js still 
unknown but the car he was driving 
has been found in a parking lot in a 
Vallejo shopping center earlier this 
week, according to Sgt. Bob Burns 
of the Sacramento Police 


ty shrinks as the California State

The trustees, chancellors, and 
faculty of CSUS supported a 14.5 
percent increase that was proposed 
earlier in the year.

These years have put faculty 
members and civil servants in a hole 
that a six percent raise won't bring 
us out of,” said Emanual Gale, 
CSUS social work professor and 
chapter president of the United 
Professors of California 

Until this year, the civil servants 
and faculties have received the same

The Student Bill of Rights: few 
students know what it is. Larry 
Robinson, ASI Senate Chair said, 
“Most students don’t realize it ex 
ists.” 

Robinson estimated that maybe 
50 students on campus know of the 
Student Bill of Rights. That is 50 of 
nearly 23,000 enrolled students 

What is the Student Bill of Rights? 
According to Robinson, it is docu 
mentation of each students “nghts 
and responsibilities.” 

Available upon request, students 
can obtain copies of the Student Bill 
of Rights in the ASI office on the 
third floor of the University Union 

Included mm the students’ nights 
are: the students’ rights in the 
classroom, their rights to privacy, 
rights to freedom of association, 
nghts to freedom of inquiry, expres 
sion and information, nghts regard 
ing publication, and the students’ 
rights of due process and appeal 

These are important rights and 
should be known to all students, not 
to such a small percentage, Robin. 
son said, 

Students should know that under 
thei rights in the classroom, listed in 
the Bill of Rights, they have the nght 
to “be provided with an opportunity 
to review and discuss any graded 
examinations and papers.” Or that 
included in a student's right to

In supporting his proposal, the 
business senator said that he had 
conducted a sample survey, and 75 
percent of the students surveyed said 
they had never utilzed the employ- 
ment service Ak ala also wanted to 
extend the service so that night 
students, who could not presently 
utilize the service, would be able to 
do 80 

A reported 4,775 positions were 
secured through the employment 
center last year 

The proposal failed 15-1, largely 
because of the estimated costs 
involved, which Alcala had figured 
to be over $2,500. Members of the 
senate argued that the hours were 
accessible to those students who 
rvally needed io use the services 
provided 

The employment center is pres- 
ently closed Monday from 9 a.m. to 
nocn and Tuesday through Friday 
from noon to 1 p.m 

Another item introduced to the 
senate was a stipend policy for 
student senators. Introduced by 
senator Roger Estrup, the proposed 
pohcy said that stipends, fellowships 
for studies, would be awarded to ail 
members of the senate, based on 
participation in the senate. The 
amount of the award would be 
determined by the policy committee 
The proposed policy was sent to a 
policy committee for review, and will 
be a: ted upon next week. 

Following in the same vein, 
Senator Alcala proposed special 
identification cards for members of 
the senate, so that senate members 
could receive a 30 percent discount 
on all ASI activities on and off 

ampus. This proposal was moved 
to the finance committee, for discus 
sion at a later date. 

ASI President Billi Kiein an- 
nounced that there were eight appli- 
cants for the new “Executive Vice 
President” position. Interviews will 
be conducted Oct. 7 and 8 

In an open forum session, Pro- 
gcams Board chair, Jill Kimberly, 
announced that 400 tickets had been 
sold for the Peter Frampton concert 
Approximately 2,400 seats are 
available in all.

Bicycle Thefts Continue

Last Wednesday about 4 p.m., Pam Hunter, a CSUS 
art major, returned to the bicycle racks located behind th 
Student Service Center where she had locked her bicycle 
early that morning. It wasn’t there 


“After | had made sure that 1s where | had parked it, | 
just starled thinking: This couldn't happen to me.” Hunter 
said, 

Hunter had been locking her $350 Uni ega to a post 
near the Art Building, but after three written warnings from 
campus police she decided to conform to the rules about 
bicycle parking. 

Now the bicycle was gone. Stolen, 


“It wasn't the only way, but certainly the most 
altordable way for me to get to school, Hunter explained 
She is waiting to receive a schoo! an before she can 
purchase another bicycle that will on. ‘gain allow her to 
ride the seven miles each wa, to school from her home 
near Florin Road 

Next time Hunter will try to park her bicycle in the new 
fenced-in, stalled compound located south of the Guy 


West Bridge. “If | can't park it there,” Hunter said, “I'm 
going to park it anywhere | want. They can give me a 
bcket f they want, but they're going to have to battle with 
me for the money.” 

Thirteen bicycles have been stolen at CSUS since Sept. 
1, Carl Perry, Campus Crime Prevention Officer, 
reported, raising the total of stolen bicycles since January 
1, to 99. Perry estimated the loss, including a $1,500 
moped, at over $22,000 


“The thett of unattended property is the single most 
common type of crime on campus,” Perry stated. 
Bicycles, property that is left in study carrels in the 
library, in cars and in restrooms, and of course, office theft. 
You turn your back on something and boom, it’s gone. But 
bwyeles head the list tor the single largest items taken.” 


Perry mentioned the compound near the bridge as one 
of the safest ways to store a bicycle while the student is on 
campus. “We haven't lost a bicycle our of it yet,” Perry 
said. “You know, thieves aren't the bravest people in the 
world. They like to yo alter the easy ones.” 

Perry admitted the compound's short operation span, 
but expects the compound to be as effective as those in UC

Dr. Charles Moore, a CSUS 
Englisn professor and a member of 
the research panel, said the profi- 
ciency requirements have made “an 
enormous difference.” Students are 
more serious about Enghsh because 
they know they must pass the writing 
proficiency test to graduate. 


The English placement test scores 
will be used as basic information in 
the study.

Joins Trip to 


Antarctica

Peaceful. Pretty. Challenging. 
Ditterent 

Those are the words CSUS Geol- 
ogy Professor, Dr. Charles “Carlos” 
Plummer, uses to describe the place 
where he will be spending the next 
three months. 

A place with no vegetation, 
wildhte and a 24-hour-a-day sua 
Yet Plummer claims it to be a nice 
place to work. 

Plummer will lead an interna. 
tional expedition through the 
USARP Mountain Range in Victo- 
na Land, Antarctica. 

Plummer is not new to the land 
south of the equator. He made his 
first adventure in 1965 for Ohio 
State University working on a glaci- 
ology project. He was there for a 
year; temperatures ranged from 33 
degrees below zero to 55 above. His 
second trip was in 1969 for four 


months with the United States Geo- 


2 logical Survey 


The present team, one member 
from New Zealand and two each 
from Australia and the U.S., are 
being funded by a grant from the 
National Science Foundation. “It 
took me five years to get the grant,” 
Plummer said. 

The five geologists will be flown 
in by helicopter near the mountain 
range. They will not set up a per- 
manent campsite; instead they will 
move, sometimes daily, io new sites 
as their research progresses. 

But what will they be doing on the 
land mass that is 90 percent snow 
and ice? ‘We know the Daniels 
Range (within the USARP Range) 
to contain metamorphic rock,” 
Plummer said. 

The team will study the ages of 
the rocks, what they were, how they 
changed, the chemistry of them, and 
when the mountain range t 
took place. “We will find @ roc 
exposure, measure the patterns, 
record the data and collect samples,” 
he exp! “d. They hope to '

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Harassment of Workers, Students 
Seen As Form of Power, Not Sex 


The sexual harassment of women workers and 
students is a subject that transforms the most talkative of 
people into stone walls. 

State legislators who make righteous pronouncements 
supporting civil rights turn strangely sileat when itis 
suggested that there right be a harassment problem in the 
legislature. Most men, fiercely protective of thei socialized 
power preserves, pretend the problem doesn't exist 

Saddest of all, sexual harassment victims are 
extremely reluctant to talk about or report | arassment 
because of a variety of fears. 

Silence, however, has not eliminated the injustice 
Sexual harassment continues to exist in workplaces and 
campuses throughout the country. It exists in Calforma 
colleges, and it exists at CSUS, 

Beiore discussing the CSUS situation, a definition of 
sexual harassment and a presentation of evidence 
concerning its existence in the nation’s universities in 
general are in order. 


Perhaps the best definition of sexual harassment comes 
from Lin Farley, author of Sexual Shakedown. According 
to Farley, Sexual harassment is best described as 
unsolicited, unreciprocal male behavior that asserts a 
woman's sex role over her function as worker (or 
student).” 

Thus, harassment can include staring ai or comment- 
ing upon a woman's body, as well as demands for sexual 
intercourse and rape. The common element in all forms of 
harassment is power, not sex. Its ultimate goal 1s always to 
keep women subordinate. 

In August, 1980, the National Advisory Council on 
Women's Educational Programs issued a report on the 
sexual harassment of women college students. The study's 
findings were based on 166 responses to 6,000 question- 
naires sent to each of the nation’s campuses. 

Calling student harassement “an increasingly visible 
problem,” the study identified five types of harassment 
based on student responses: sexist remarks or behavior, 
unsolicited sexual advances, solicitation of sex by 
Promising rewards, coercion of sex by threatening 
punishment, and sexual assault. 


Coercion by*threat of punishment was the most 
common form of harassment reported, followed by 
unsolicited sexval advances. 

The council said responses shoved that most victims 
Mie manage wcidents of sexual harassmenyon their 
own,” Common coping mechanisms included dressing 
down, subinission, ignoring and outright reyection. The 


report concluded the latter method was used sparingly 


because of the “authority position of the principals." 


Based on the responses, inaction and reprisals were the 
most important reasons for the silence of student victims. 

A study conducted by the University of Califormia at 
Berkeley during Spnng, 1978 found that one-third of the 
respondents knew of at icast one woman who had been 
sexually harassed by a male professor. One-filth reported 
personally expenencing sexual harassment. 

In addition, the respondents said staring, leering and 
suggestive remarks were the most common form of 
harassment. Perhaps most important, even though 
rejection stopped harassment 70 percent of .he time, 
reprisals were frequent 

Typical reprisal methods, according to the report, 
included withdrawal of intellectual support, criticism ol 
work once praised and assignment of lower grades than 
deserved 

Female faculty members and administrative personnel 
can also be grievants in sexual harassment cases. Ms 
magazine reported in its September, 1981 issue that two 
women professors and a department secretary joined two 
students in a harassment complaint against a male 
sociology professor at Clark University in Massachusetts 
The professor countered by filing a $23.7 milhon libel suit 
against the five wornen 

Recent Califorma cases include a 1980 investigation of 
student sexual harassment at San Jose State which 
resulted in the firing of a male professor. In addition, a 
Berkeley professor was suspended without pay for one 
academic quarter last year following a similar investigation. 

A major factor behind many women’s refusal to 
formally report sexual harassment is the diffic ulty in 
proving the allegations. Since the offenses often occur 
behind closed doors, the cases frequently become a matter 
of one person's word against another's. Judgment and 
discipline cannot be rendered under such circumstances 

Although the male's need to retain his culturally - 
accepted superiority is a cause of sexual harassment. 
Bernice Sandler of the Project on the Status and Education 
ot Women says most male professors guilty of harassment 
fail to see their interaction with female students as a 
teacher-student relationship. They haven't learned to 


, deal with women as a non-sexual being,” said Sandler.

Berkeley, where he said there hasn't been a theft out of a 
bicycle compound since the compounds went into effect six 
years ago. 

The CSUS compound is operating close to its « apacity 
of 250 bicycles, Perry said, noting that the area is busiest 
Monday through Thursday between 9 a.m. and | p.m, 
The complex is open Monday through Thursday from 
7:30 a.m. to 10:30 p.m., and Friday from 7:30 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m 

The Department of Public Satety has published a 
brochure that gives bicycle secunty tips as well as rules for 
parking and nding on campus. A display board showing 
proper security iechniques for bicycles is in the works, 
Perry said 

The Bi ycle Theft Prevention Committee, a campus 
group composed of students, faculty and public safety 
officials, is currently looking over the CSUS master plan to 
make recommendations on where bic ycle racks and 
lockers should be located 

The group had recommended an enclosed area for 
bicycles and are now recornmmending that the number of 
bicycle rack areas be reduced from 21 to six so that these 
fewer areas could be supervised by an attendant, Perry 
said 

Meanwhile, arrest statistics are “way up, Perry stated 
He attributed this to a campus police response time of two 
to three minutes. “When we get a call of a crime in

Perry speculated that “non-student juveniles” with bolt 
cutters are the culprits in the campus bicycle theft problern 
“You see two of them (juveniles) on one bike « arrying a 
knapsack . you get that gut feeling,” Perry said, noting 
that two pairs of juveniles were arrested on « ampus in one 
day last week for stealing bicycles 

Perry had several recommendations for keeping 
bicycles secure on campus 


© “Buy the best lock available,” Perry said relernng 
to the Kryptonite and Citadel “U" shaped locks. “Those 
‘$2.98 special’ combination padlocks can be pred open in 
six seconds,” Perry said. Keep the lock away from the 
ground, which could serve as leverage for bolt cutters 


Perry added 


@ Park the bicycle in the fenced-in compound. You 
must still lock your bicycle but it will be watched by an 
attendant while you are at class. If you cant use the 
compound, park the bicycle in a well-lighted, well-traveled 
area 


@ License the bicycle with the campus police. This can 
be done free of charge at the bicycle compound while a 
supply of 1,000 licenses lasts. “When stolen, an unlicensed 
bicycle has a 10 percent recov ery chance,” Perry 
reported. ‘A licensed bicycle that is stolen has a 25 
percent recovery chance

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Sideline Rifle Nets Goals

In soccer, the throw-in is usually 
only a short toss to restart play after 
the ball has cleared the sideline. But 
CSUS fullback Paul Arellanes proved 
Tuesday night that this normally 
mundane procedure can be a devas- 
tating offensive weapon. 

Arellanes rifled throw after throw 
into the CSC Stanislaus goal area, 
three of which were converted into 
goals by Gary Boogaard and Chuck 
Isola, as the Hornets physically 
overwhelmed the Warriors 4-0 in a 
Far Western Conference match at 
Hornet field. 

In the 23rd minute, Arellanes 
started his aerial blitz by throwing a 
40-yard line-drive in the general 
direction of the towering 6'6” Boo- 
gaard jostling amidst a crowd of 
players 15 yards from the goal. 
Boogaard leaped above the pack, 
and barely changing the path of the 
throw, headed the bal! into an empty 
goal. Startled Stanislaus goalie Dan 
Terwilliger had come off his g~ al line 
and was left in no man’s land. 

Three minutes later, Boogaard 
scored on a carbon copy of the play 
before. The only difference this time 
was that the big center forward

rammed the bail forcefully into the 
back of the net. 

Warrior coach Al Tsacle removed 
Terwilliger shortly thereafter, prob- 
ably to save the shaken goalkeeper's 
sanity for future matches. 

Tsacle also appeared shaken 
afterwards when asked to describe 
Arellanes’ bombardment, which 
accounted for the fourth goal (by 
Isola), and included about 15 throws 
for near goals. Sounding like a 
survivor of the London Blitz, Tsacle 
said, “Did you see those throw-ins? 
They were just awesome.” 

sacle was also amazed at the 
physical strength of the Horncts 
“They \ave some big, strong kids 
and they just bead us physically, 
especially on those throw-ins. This is 
the best Sacramento team that | 
have seen in eight years of coaching 
here,” he said. 

The Stanislaus mentor also gave 
the Hornets the physical edge over 
San Francisco State, a nationally 
ranked team that the Warriors upset 
2-1 Saturday. “San Francisco is a 
good team with exceptional ball 
control, but they are not as big as 
Sacramento.” 

CSUS coach Amir Jabery con 
curred with Tsacle’s assessment of 
his team, still undefeated in nine 


games and 3-0 in the FWC. “We 
have been too physically strong and 
fit for every team we have played. 
Tea:ns wear out against us, it’s 
happened every match so far,” said 
Jabery. 


Jabery also predicted that the 
Hornets’ toughness and size will 
present problems for SF State. “We 
will give a hell of a time to any team 
that controls the ball.” 

Getting back to Arellanes and his 
aenal circus, it is safe to say that 
opposing teams’ scouts will have his 
jersey number penciled on their 
pads. But Arellanes, praised all year 
by his coach for his defensive capa- 
bilities, seemed a bit embarrassed by 
all the attention his offensive exploits 
received. “It’s (the throw-ins) nothing 
we try to practice. I'm not aiming for 
Boogaard, I'm just trying to throw 
line drives and clear the defenders,” 
said Arellanes, a junior transfer from 
Cosumnes River College by way of 
Cordova High School. 

While Arellanes was « reating 
goal chances, defensive sweeper 
Mike 3owling was allowing nothing 
to the Warrior offense. Bowling, 
winning every ball up the middle to 
effectively shut off Stanislaus’ fast 
break offense, expected a bit more 
from the visitors.

Back-up QB Sullivan 
Sparks Hornet Upset Victory

A quarterback switch proved to be successful last 
Saturday as Mike Sullivan came on and contributed to a 
pair of touchdown drives in CSUS's 14-9 victory over St 
Mary's. 

While the Hornet defense deserved a lot of the credit for 
the win, an interesting aspect to the geme was that CSUS 
coach Bob Mattos went to Sullivan in an attempt to stir 
some life into the offense. 

Mattos had been thinking about using him before the 
game and felt the conditions were right to make the 
change. 

“In the first quarter we had one first down and they 
none. The tempo was being controlled by the defense and 
we felt the different physical qualities of Sullivan might 
throw off their pattern,” said Mattos. 

The differences in Sullivan and regular quarterback 
Steve Armstrong go beyond the fact that Sullivan throws 
with his right hand while Armstrong is a lefty. Sullivan is 
more mobile and Armstrong is considered to have the 
better passing arm. 

“Sullivan is basically a scrappy quarterback,” said 
Mattos is evaluating the player's strengths. “He gets the 
most out of his ability and gives you a nice change of 
pace. 

Sullivan said he just concentrated on getting loose 
when he found out he was going in. He felt his ieammates. 
particularly the offensive line, helped to take the pressure 
off him, with a 72-yard, second quarter touchdown drive 
that was almost entirely on the ground. 

“Thad been expecting to play and I wanted to go in and 
do the best job | could,” he said. 

The game’s key play was a 36-yard pass from Sullivan 
to Marvin Shelly that set up the winning score in the fourth 
quarter. It came on a pass that perhaps should have been 


“Marvin just made a great play, he went over the guy's 
back and took it out. it’s pretty exciting when you think the 


1s little question that the Hornet defensive unit has carried 
the club so far. Mattos said this is not unusual for this early 
in the season and Sullivan thinks the offense will improve. 


‘Our offense is starting to pick up, if we can cut down 
our mistakes and quit taking penalties, we can score 30 
points a game,” said Sullivan. 

Mattos did not name a starting quarterback for next 
week’s game but he will not hesitate to juggle if the offense 
becomes bogged down. Se 


“I feel we have three good quarterbacks, Armstrong 
has the best physical tools, in regards to passing, but 
there's more to the position than just throwing. If Sullivan 
improves in the throwing area it could be a competitive 
situation. And | wouldn't be afraid to put Gary Hightower 
in a game,” said Mattos. 

Mattos does not fear any of the problems associated 
with a multi-quarterback system, such as the team 
becoming divided. He thinks the players are mainly 
concerned with winning and will play for anyone. He also 
feels it is easier to change quarterbacks when the coaches 
are calling the plays because the other starters have less of 
an adjustment to make. 


Another advantage to switching quarterbacks, 
according to Mattos, is that the starter has almost all of the 
pressure while the man coming in usually has everything to 
gain 


Of course, when asked which role he preferred, 
Sullivan gave the answer you would expect from every 
quarterback in the world. 

“I would rather be the starter,” he said. 

Sullivan added that he hoped to play ‘quite a bit,’ in the 


team’s remaining games. 


Sullivan is in his first year with the team, having 
transferred from Modesto Jr. College. He feels the 
program here is similar to the one at Modesto. Sullivan 
also doubles as a baseball catcher and said a big reason 
why he came to CSUS was because he could play 


San Francisco and San Francisco is 
a good team. But we got them to go 
to the long ball, and they werer,’t too 
effective.” 

While Bowling keyed a defensive 
effort that limited the opposition to 
seven shots and earned CSUS’ fifth 
shutout in nine games, Boogaard 
continued his hot goal-scoring streak. 

Adding a second half score to 
complement his pair of first half 
goals, Boogaard pushed his team. 
leading total to 12. Boogaard has 
scored in five straight matches and in 
eight of the nine games played 

Boogaard took 12 shets, with 
several near misses, as the Hornets 
totalled a season-high 34 attempts. 
Steve Petuskey, second on the team 
with 11 goals, shot eight times but 
failed to score for only the third gome 
this season. 

Jabery was impressed with his 
team’s domination, but he was not 
happy with the overall play. “It was 
too easy. We didn’t seern to put all 
oul and {| éxpected more ground 
passing.

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Injured Athletes in Good Hands With Qualified Student Trainers

The fear of injury has plagued 
athletes since the days of the early 
Greek and Roman competitions. But 
with improved medical care, today's 
athletes no longer face weeks of 
1 ility and lost training time. 

Head Men's Trainer Joe 
Ramos said that a variety of methods 

‘Just stretching the muscles, 
keeping loose can make a big differ- 
ence,” said Ramos. Taping and 
wrapping old, or suspected injuries is 
another preventative method. As 
many as 60 football players alone 
are taped in the field house training 
room every day by Ramos and 
several student assistants. 

The training room also houses 
whirlpool baths and a new ice bath of 
which Ramos is noticably proud. 
“Heat is used to promote circula- 


tion,” explained Ramos, “while the 
icebath is useful in reducing swel- 
ling.” Other -quipmen: inci. . « + 
ultra-sound machine which sends 
high-frequency sound waves deep 
into an injured area. The sound 
waves act similarly to the whirlpool 
by creating heat deep in the tissue, 
aiding in cireulation. 

Despite all the preventative mea- 
sures, athletes, especially football 
players, do get injured. According to 
Ramos, 300 to 350 inter-collegiate 
athletes are injured per year. When 
this happens, Ramos or Doris Fen- 
nessy, head of the PE departments’ 
sports training curriculum, are equip- 
ped to give first aid and decide if the 
injured athlete should see a doctor. If 
not, or after the athlete has been 
treated, he or she is placed in the care 
of one of the two trainers. 

According to Ramos, most of the 
athletes in his care cooperate and 
follow instructions. Fennessy, how- 


ever, sometimes has problems. 
“Telling them (injured athletes) that 
they have to rest is very difficult,” 
she says, “Usually they're too moti- 
vated.” 

Rest is important for an injured 
athlete but not nearly as important as 
it once was thought to be. Not too 
long ago, if an athlete injured an arm 
or a leg, that e: tremity was immobil- 
ized for long periods of time. The 
athlete was advised to remain inac- 
tive. More recent techniques call for 
movement of an injured area as soon 
as possible. 

Modern training techniques also 
call fer exercising the uninjured parts 
of the athlete. A football player with 
a broken arm for example, will be 
advised to do exercises that keep his 
heart and lungs in good condition. 
This aids in healing and also ensures 
that the player will return to his team 
in gooc' shape.

up according to the pace we estimate we will be running at. 
I sandwich myself in the crowd between the nine minute 
pace and 10 minute pace. 

There's the gun. Just after 7 a.m. and the race is 
underway. 

The first 13 miles are relatively easy. The farthest | 
have run prior to the race is 10 miles. Three more doesn’t 
seem to make much difference. 

But at the 13 mile mark, 1,350 of the original 1,850 
are finishing the half marathon that they had signed up for, 
leaving us full marathoners to finish on our own. How can 
they sit there and drink beer, eat Buffalo Chips, yogurt, 
etc. . . . while the remaining 500 runners turn around and 
start the course over again! 

Even though 500 runners still remain on the course, | 
can’t help but feel a little lonely. My enthusiasm is rapidly 
dwindling. Why should I finish anyway? I’ve already gone 
farther than the majority of the people. 

I have now completed 18 miles. To this point | have 
only stopped for water. Now for the first time, | realize that 
there is no way | can possibly go on unless | walk for a 
while. It's hard for me to cope with, because | have always 
equated walking during a race with giving up. 

| begin to think about all the goot-ups | made in training 
tor the race. In the two weeks prior to the race | had only 
managed to run an average oi eight miles a week, at a 
point when | should have been running that far everyday. 

What bothers me even more is that | had eaten like a 
P-1-G! One night I ate three-quarters of a quiche, frozen 
yogurt, steak, two Eskimo Pies, and whatever else was in 
tight. Then I ate dinner. How disgusting! 


My mind lapses back into the real world and | realize 
that not only have I started running again, but | have 
covered three miles — leaving just over six to go! 

Now I start to think about how my friends told me | 
would never make it. One even bet me a pie from Apple 
Hill that | wouldn't make it. Pure gluttony. 

I'm now at 22 miles. To this point my only regret is that 
I started the race in the first place! Blisters cover my toes, 
my arms are consiantly falling asleep from hanging at my 
sides for three hours, and my fingernails are blue. | also 
have a splitting headache, excruciating pain in my nghi 
knee, and my left shoelace is untied. But otherwise | am 
having a really good time. 

At 24 miles | pass a man remarking to no one in 
particular how amazed he is that hell has trees. 

At 25 miles it dawns on me that in just over a mile the 
ordeal will be over. From this | find an inner strength | 
never knew existed. The thought of being so close to the 
finish line carries me at an ever increasing pace. (Of 
course, it’s not hard to increase your pace when you're 
going so slow people think you're going backward.) 

There it is! The finish line! As | approach the crowd at 
the finish, a voice comes booming over the loudspeaker,

improvements in the education of 
trainers. These improvements began 
30 years ago with the formation of 
the National Athictic Trainers Asso- 
ciation (NATA), originally started 
as a means of exchanging informa- 
tion and techniques. It has since 
grown to a policy-making organiza 

tion. NATA is responsible for dictat- 
ing regulations to schools. CSUS 
follows a curriculum specifically to 
teach sports training techi.iques. 

The program here at CSUS is 
part of the PE department, but is run 
by Fennessy. She is also in charge of 
the program that places qualified 
students at Sacramento City and 
American River Junior Colleges 
These students get valuable expe- 
rience and at the same time help out 
at schools that might not have 
enough trainers to go around. 

It was this student program that 
caused some problems jor Fennessy 
when the training curriculum was 
evaluated by the NATA last spring. 
One of the NATA's regulations

states that there must be a written 
contract between CSUS and the 
junior colleges involved. No such 
contract existed in Fennessy's arrange- 
ment. Asa result the team of NATA 
evaluators imposed a one-year pro- 
bation on the curriculum. 

“It was my fault,” admits Fen. 
nessy, “But the problem was taken 
care of before we even started the 
probationary period.” It is a bureau- 
cratic irony that the terms of the 
probation state that the problem 
must be corrected within one year or 
severe action will be taken. It made 
no difference to NATA that the 
correction took place before the 
probation started. 

Fennessy stresses that she is not 
angry with NATA for being trivial 
“They were good people, and they 
pointed out some strong points in our 
program as well as the weak ones,” 
says Fennessy 

Fennessy’s curriculum is an inter 
esting one, designed to give the 
student a PE degree, as well as the 


skills and knowledge needed to pass 
the NATA’'s certified trainer's test 
The need for tramers is growing as 
more scivols are beginning to rec- 
ognize their importance. Fennessy 
says that there is plenty of room for 
more students in her field, and 
encourages anybody interested in 
sports medicine to check into the 
program

several of the songs from his Monday night show at 
Memonal Auditorium proved that fact, in spades.

Times Change For Bob Seger,

The dilemma of the hve album, 
tor the successtul artist, is to keep the 
songs true to the origina! without 
sacrificing freshness. On Nine To 
night, Bow Segerand the Silver 
Bullet Band's new double live album, 
this challenge 1s met in an uneven 
fashion. 

The fact that Seger has a pre 
viously released lve album from 
1976 makes comparison inevitable. 
Before the album, Live Bullet, was 
released, Seger was a struggling 
artist with limited success confined to 
the upper Midwest. On Live Bullet. 
Seger 1s able to translate relatively 
weak studio material into a strong 
stage performance. Compare Seg 
er’s situation in ‘76 with that of Peter 
Frampton betore the release of 
Frampton Comes Alive. Both artists 
had good matenal but were unable to 
translate thew stage presence into the 
studio. Live Bullet was not nearly as 
commercially successful as Framp 
ton Comes Alive, but it was a better 
album by a more talented musician 
The fact that Seger has found his 
balance in the studio while Frampton 
has faded from the hmelight illus 
trates the point 


The subsequent Seger albums, 
Night Moves, Stranger in Town and 
Against the Wind, have established 
him as a national commercial suc 
cess a8 evidenced by consistent FM 
airplay of his songs since 1977. Nine 
Toright is basically a compilation of 
the greatest hits from those three 


LP's. 


Seger finds hinself in a position 
similar to the Eagles before the 
release of their 1980 live albi:m. 
That is, their studio material is so 
strong that they can’t live up to the 
expectations of their live LP’s. Thus, 


you have a situation where the 
Eagles’ “Life in the Fast Lane 
sounds good on the live album, but 
when it's over, something 1s missing 
The situation is generally the same 
on Nine Tonight 

Seger is in the same musical 
genre as Bruce Springsteen; the 
driving beats, throaty horns, emo 
tonal ballads and no dependence on 
power chords tor the 
However 


musical 


energy Seger is, essen 
ally, a party artist. A Springsteen 
without the heavy message. It 1s 
apparent that he loves the music, but 
the deepest he gets is the homey 
Fire Lake’ or the Midwest fairy tale 
ot “Hollywood Nights 
It is ironic that it is the ballads that 
come across the strongest on Nine 
Tonight, while the party tunes, seem 
to be missing the passion that Seger 
pours so heavily into them on Live 


Bullet 


‘You'll Accomp’ny Me,” “Main 
street,” ‘Fire Lake,” “We've Got 
Tonight,” and “Night Moves” all

| very comfortable with these tunes 
although there isn't much to separate

On the other hand, Seger has 

problems on “Hollywood Nights

opening lead guitar). Of course this 
is not unusual in the live setting 
which makes this album a document 
of Seger on stage.

Joan Crawtord, played by Faye 
Dunaway, adopted infants Christina 
and Chnstopher Crawford and even 
tually took her anger and frustration 
out on her unhappy daughter, Chris 
tina (Mara Hobel/Diana Scarwid), 
who was already a troubled child 

The biography of the tragic side 
to the perfect illusion is rather 
disturbing. This seemingly impecca 
ble woman ruled her adopted child 
ren with an iron hand 

I couldn't help but feel sorry for 
the kids and how they were treated 
during Crawford's tantrums. When 
Joan Crawford lost her contract with 
MGM, she came home and tore all 
of the rose bushes out of the garden 
She then proceeded to have her 
children get up at 4 a.m. and clean 
up her mess 

Crawlord kept her son Christo 
pher tied to his bed at night in order 
to keep burn from getting up to use 
the bechroom during the night 

Joan ranted and raved and de 
manded perfection from these small 
children, and then turned around and 
expected them to love and respect 
her. 

Christina had a mind of her own 
which became more apparent as the 
years went by, and she was sent to a 
strict boarding school in order to be 
“subdued.” 

The ending is sad, yet interesting 
Joan Crawlord has succumbed to 
alcoholism, and in her will. she 
leaves no provisions for Christina 
(who recently suffered a stroke) or 
Christopher. This is her last slap in 
the face to her two children.
